The talks were b etween U.S. 
Rear Adm. John V. Smith and 
North Korean Maj. Gen. Park 
Choong-kook, infomed Kore« i 
aomees said.

Vance that it wants to tidce b ack 
operational control of South Ko­ 
rea’s M0,00(knan armed forces. 
Hie United ^ t e s currentlv has 
control of these forces under the 
ausid(» s of the U.N. Command. 
The oresent treaty stipulates 
(hat the United States act to 
meet the common danger in ac­ 
cordance with its constitutional 
process. This, the South Ko­ 
reans feel, might ddav initial 
U.S. militarv action if the Own- 
munists renew hostilities.

ORANGEBURG, S.C. (AP) - 
A duflltio-dawn curfew and the 
exodus af students from two 
predominantly N^po coU^es 
Friday night b rosRht Orange­ 
b urg its first racial peace in 
five nights. 
Previously, thres Nejpo stu­ 
dents had hem killed and 56 
persons

violence 
touched off b y attefopta to inte­ 
grate a b owling alley. 
In w<d« ing the curfew, Gov. 
Rob ert McNair b lamed the trou­ 
b le on "Black Power advocates 
who represent only a small mi­ 
nority of the total atudent b odies 
at South Carolina State C oll^ 
and daflin College.” 
In New York, the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinattog Oom- 
mittee (SFKXI) r^erred to the 
violence in South Caroltoa as 
the 
“Orangeb urg 
Massacre” 
and threatened revenue. 
The committee’i chairman, 
H. Rap Brown, said, "if we s e ^ 
recfreas

grievances 
through peaceful and so-called 
legal means, we wiU b e shot 
d m and murdered. 
"H we must die, let us dfe 
with the en« ny’s b lood on our 
htnds... let us die like men, 
fighting b adt.” 
From 5 p.m. Friday when the 
curfew went into dfect, streets 
in tile city of 17,000 w« e virtu- 
ally deserted except for police 
and National Guard unita. All

$250 Million 
Budget To Be 
W.Va. Record

ord state budget for next fiscal 
year and end its extended ses­ 
sion. 
Agreements between Senate- 
House budget conferees Friday 
afternoon, and then between the 
conferee!: and the Beard of Pub 
lie Works Friday night, were 
reached in short order. 
The result was a document 
awaiting legislative action today 
which called for roughly $250.2 
million 
in 
general 
revenue 
spending in the fiscal year start­ 
ing July I. 
The total is $9.2 million above 
the current year’s general reve­ 
nue total. Except for $2.2 million 
from a one-cent cigarette tax 
increase voted by the lawmak­ 
ers, the increased spending will 
be financed from existing reve­ 
nue sources and rates. 
Estimated to yield $1.8 million 
on a yearly basis, the cigarette 
tax boost was made effective 
April I so the state also will re­ 
ceive the added revenue in the 
last quarter of this fiscal year. 
The legislature’s 30-dav regu­ 
lar session ended at midnight 
Thursday, the cutoff on all busi­ 
ness except the budget. The law­ 
m akers have remained in town 
in an extended session restricted 
to the budget. Action on the 
budget seemed certain to be 
completed today. 
Although exact figures were 
not immediately available, the 
bill going before the legislature 
today provided financing for:

Top Officials Say 
Another Onslaught 
Should Be Weaker 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Top 
U.S. officials expect Communist 
forces to launch a second wave 
of attacks against the cities and 
towns of South Vietnam but say 
enemy losses in the first offen­ 
sive have been so heavy the new 
onslaught should be weaker 
The

Officials said that on the basis 
of information from prisoners 
and documents captured in the 
fighting they are convinced the 
V.C. intended to hold many po­ 
pulation centers and to set off a

uprising.

The hope of the Communist 
leadership in Hanoi of starting 
an uprising against the Saigon 
government is described as puz­ 
zling Some high U S officials 
say Hanoi may be out of touch 
with reality of the war in the 
South—at least as U.S. leaders 
see it. 
They concede that the U.S. 
leadership may be IO per cent 
wrong in its judgements about 
how the conflict is g o i n g but 
argue that the leadership in Ha 
noi may be as much as 80 per 
cent wrong. 
Authorities believes U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces are in 
a better state of readiness for 
the expected second wave than 
they were for the first. 
This is attributed partly to the 
high state of alert on which 
these forces are being kept and 
partly to the heavv enemy cas­ 
ualties, which Washington au­ 
thorities put at 25,000 killed and 
5.000 captured.

The insidiousness (rf Viet Cong tactics has 
never been better demonstrated than in events 
the last few days. 
Attacks in important cities reaped a bountiful 
propaganda harvest.

Americans don’t like to see hospitals crowded 
with civilian casualties, or turn their becks on 
men who have fought heroically against the 
Viet Cong, or blow to bits the country they ara 
dedicated to defending — but that Is the story 
in South Vietnam.

Graduation of 25 area women from a teacher 
aide training course this week was more than 
just a success at getting jobs for them and 
helping some teachers in seven districts. 
lb s women showed real interest in the in­ 
struction—ell who started the course completed 
It—and earned for themselves a new outlook 
on life and a new respect tor their own abilities. 
Their experience in the classrooms gave most 
lf not all of them a feeling of responsibility and 
a sense of accomplishment, for there ar* few 
areas in which progress and appreciation can 
be measured as well as in a roomful of young­ 
sters.

Congressional approval of the administra­ 
tion's plan to investigate the auto insurance in- 
lustry wil open the door for fresh thinking on 
I complex problem that affects a great many

• granted coverage, standards regulating can* 
seltation and compensation 
In spite of a multitude of laws governing var­ 
ious aspects of claim settlement, the procedure 
It far from smooth and far less than satisfacto­ 
ry in many cases. 
There is a steady stream of complaints to in- 
mranoe companies md government agencies 
limit cancellations, questionable proceedings 
md lengthy litigation resulting in meager com­ 
pensation. 
The most prominent hang-up point over the 
years In insurance settlements is the question 
if blame. 
Proposals have been made to drop the idea of 
[hnh in insurance claims to make sure every 
Injured person would receive due compensation 
quickly. 


Hie Herculean task of translating pain and 
suffering into dollars and cents is complicated 
further when bickering lawyers prolong litiga­ 
tion in hopes of coming out with a whopping 
damage award. 
The part played by attorneys In the cumber­ 
some system bridging the gap between loss and 
compensation must not be overlooked. 
According to nationwide figures, lea than M 
coit* of every automobile liability insurance 
dollar ever reaches the hands of an injured per­ 
son. 
The cost of litigation in many cases where 
auto owners have legitimate claims would be 
greater than the damage settlement, so the 
case Is not pursued. 
The thorny facets of the auto insurance indus­ 
try need thorough exploration by a gover nment 
panel. 
Kit unless a fearless panel is willing to coma 
to grips with basic issues and is given the back­ 
ing of state and federal legislators in a revision 
movement, the whole thing will be a waste af 
time and money.

Western Troubles For LBJ 


WASHINGTON — President Johnson, who 
give some fascinating black-tie dinner parties 
himself, should well be interested in some 
■port-ahirt dinners thrown the other day by the 
cultural section of the Team­ 
sters Brotherhood. 
F o o d at the gatherings, 
thrown by the Western Con­ 
ference of Teamsters at the 
Del Webb Towne House in 
sun-drenched Phoenix, went 
down well — but th e table 
talk could prove indigestible 
to Lyndon Johnson. 
The White House might like 
to know that the host was the 
Victor Riesel 
cultural avant-garde truck drivers’ chief, Einar 
Mote, Director of the Teamsters’ Western Con­ 
ference. And his guests included such labor and 
economic militants as the Machinists' Roy 
Stammer, and those philosophers of free spend­ 
ing, Walter Heller and Leon Kevserling. 
There ta considerable significance, too, in the 
man who did not come to dinner though he had 
agreed to attend and speak — the auto union’s 
Walter Reuther, now hit by tragedy and 
fatigue. 
Those who did come and speak during the 
week of Jan. 21 guided the Western Confer­ 
ence’s “Workshop.” What was said on and off 
file data positively means a tough workout for 
President Johnson’s policy (rf wage restraints. 
He asked last week “in the strongest terms 
. 
that unions and business firms exercise the 
most rigorous restraint in their wage and price 
detenninations in 1968.” 
If any phenomenon, event or signal disclosed 
that there would not be restraint on the wage 
front at this time, it was the Teamsters gather­ 
ing and the men Einar Mohn carefully chose to 
address hi3 leadership cadre? which rover the 
nation’s Western states. 


MOHN IS NOT of the breed of Teamsters who 
traditionally make the headlines. He speaks 
softely. He moves toughly. He invited Reuther 
because the Teamsters and the auto union work 
closely together in Mohn’s western domain. 
He asked Roy Siemiller because the Team­ 
sters and the International Assn of Machinists 
have a mutual assistance pact. Not inconse­ 
quential to Motel is tile fact that Roy, as re­ 
corded here as early as 1965, is the most daring 
and most militant of union chiefs in the mass 
industries. 
Mohn gave Siemiller and Reuther star billing 
by slotting them as the principal speakers on 
two succeedings nights. Teamsters acting presi­ 
dent Frank Fitzsimmons was brushed off with a 
20-minute stint early one morning — and he 
was received by long yawns and periunctory 
quiet. 
Reuther. Siemiller and Mohn. who together 
lead almost three million unionists, now have 
one major campaign in common Reuther and 


Siemiller are preparing for their assault on the 
aerospace industry, most of which sprawls 
across the Western states. Mohn has pledged 
them strong support. 
This means that three of the land’s most pow­ 
erful labor leaders will be concentrating on the 
industry which whips out everything in its line 
from choppers to huge aerial freighters and 
from lumbering air tankers to missiles and 
figher jets. 
And it means that the President’s wage-price 
restraint policy will be cracked. Neither Reuth­ 
er nor Siemiller have the slightest intention of 
taking less than the auto workers won from the 
Big Three car makers. This means upwards of 
$1 an hour or more or, in a 40-hour week, an 
increase before overtime of $40 a week over the 
life of the next contract. 
In the auto industry, Reuther won a six to 
seven per cent package. But you ain’t seen 
nothing yet. Just the other day the Machinists 
settled with a General Dynamics Canadian sub­ 
sidiary. Canadair. Lt., in Montreal for a 19 per 
cent wage-fringe package increase. 
That’s high and Siemiller knows that he can’t 
hit that jackpot in the states. But he’ll try for 
lots more than six per cent. 
If he doesn t get it, he’ll shut down the aeros­ 
pace plants. Reuther will go with him. It was 
Siemiller who tied up the airlines in ’66 and the 
railoads in ’67 


\ 
TRUE. AEROSPACE has no tight union shop 
despite the 300,000 members which the IAM and 
UAW have signed up. True, some men will try 
to go through the picket lines. And they may 
well walk into the plants. 
Here, then, is where Einar Mohn’s Teamsters 
roll up the supporting cadres. Hiey control the 
in and out trucks — rn with supplies and raw 
material, out with the finished parts. If they re­ 
spect the Machinists-auto union picket lines, 
nothing much will move in and less will flow 
out. 
That will be a tough combination to beat, if 
Mohn backs up his friends. And since they 
broke bread, there's no reason now to believe 
Mohn will break the lines. 
Mohn supported the Machinists during their 
long 1966 airline strike. He found jobs for the 
strikers. 
Reports are that such support has been prom­ 
ised during the coming crisis season as 8 major 
aerospace contracts open up between April and 
November The Machinists can use backing, 
especially since the copper strike already has 
cost them $2 milton. 
So there is no doubt that this tough-bargain­ 
ing combination, which will run its joint UAW- 
IAM strategy conference in Los Angeles at the 
Hotel Ambassador for three days starting Feb. 
26, will crack the wage ceiling. And they will 
set a pattern 
And this time Lyndon Johnson’s heaaches will 
come out of the West.

Spy Puzzle 


When the USS Pueblo was seized off the coast 
ta North Korea Jan. 23, the American people 
were shocked and bewildered. Their confusion 
has by no means been removed. 
The reason is that many persons, including 
members of Congress, are not familiar with the 
operations of the American intelligence system. 
Partisan politicians promptly accused the ad­ 
ministration of neglect of duty, failure to pro­ 
tect the ship and other things which will be 
found upon examination to be irrelevant. 
Secretary of Defense McNamara has made a 
clear explanation of why the vessel was not 
protected by planes or warships. He gave the 
information during a television interview on 
NBC’a “Meet the Press.” 
What he said was no surprise to anyone who 
understands intelligence operations in a mili­ 
tary sense. He was asked how the Pueblo could 
be captured so easily and why it was not better 
protected. He replied: “First, to have protect­ 
ed it would have been a provocative act. Se­ 
condly, it would have compromised the mission. 
This ship went undetected by the North Ko­ 
reans for IO to 12 days. During that period ta 
time it carried out its mission. 


“NOT WILY would it have been subject to 
capture during that period had it been detected, 
but also their reaction, a reaction it was sent 
there to determine, would have been quite dif­ 
ferent. And, finally, the protection itself always 
runs the risk of leading to m i l i t a r y 
escalation. . . . 
“We are operating on the high seas in an en­ 
tirely legal fashion. Neither the Soviets nor we 
protect ships of this kind. . . . 
“Any reaction force (to rescue the ship after 
its seizure) that would have moved into the 
area would have moved into the air control sec­ 
tors of the North Korean air defense, manned 
by about 500 aircraft. And almost surely any 
reaction force that we could have mounted, or 
could have been expected to mount, would have 
faced a Moody battle at the time And, finally, I 
think it is quite clear with hindsight that no 
reaction force could have saved those men.” 
Secretary of State Rusk, who was on the 
same program, made it plain that as far as the 
United States knows, the American vessel was 
at no time in terriorial waters, which means it 
was more than 12 miles out to sea. Even if it 
wasn’t, he pointed out, there was no right of 
seizure under international law. He added that 
the 1958 Geneva Convention on the law of the 
sea “makes it quite clear that if any warship 
comes into territorial waters, the coastal state 
can require it to leave — it does not obtain a 
right to seize it.” 
The reason the United States government did 
not react with a retaliatory force is that it de­ 
sired to save the lives of the crew of more than 
80 Americans aboard the “Pueblo.” To have 
started a military action might have meant the 
instant execution of the American sailors. 


THE AMERICAN crew will doubtless be re­ 
leased. The reason for It would be that the 
North Koreans would not wish to precipitate a 
climax in relations with this country. 
If the American crew is not freed, there may 
be a renewal of the whole Korean conflict, 
which has been in a stalemate since the armi­ 
stice was signed in 1953 
North Korea is in no position to defend itself 
without the aid of Red China and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. It is improbable that either Peking or Mos­ 
cow would wish to start a large war in the Far 
East, not only because of the financial drain 
but the possibility that internal disturbances 
might as a consequence be provoked in Red 
China. 
Russia, moreover, may find it advantageous 
to use its influence to try to resolve the Pueblo 
controversy amicably, though It may take sev­ 
eral weeks.

A MOMENT OF MEDITATION 


Nock* earefully this great 
passage of scripture. 2 Tim. 
2:15. “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God. a work­ 
man that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth.” In this pas­ 
sage there is a great truth 
revealed that is of vital im­ 
portance to every Bible stu­ 
dent. 'Die Bibl* cannot be 
properly understood without 
being properly divided. Many

There are tiro major di­ 
visions to the Bible.

It contains the 
laws that were given to gov­ 
ern these people in time past 
These laws were removed 
with the death of Christ on 
the cree*. In Col 2:14 we 
learn that they were taken

out of the way and nailed 
to the cross of Christ. The 
Old Testament is still, how­ 
ever. a book to be studied 
and a book that can teach 
us many things. It is not 
the law that applies to men 
and women today but there 
are principles that can he 
learned in it that will help 
us to live better. Thus, we 
believe the Old Testament 
but it is not the law that 
governs the people of God 
today. Christ came to be the 
mediator of the New Testa­ 
ment. Hob. 9:15. “And for 
this cause he is the media­ 
tor of the new testament 
. . .” The New Testament 
law went into force with the 
death of Christ on the cross. 
Heb. 9:16. 17. Thus when we 
read the New Testament we 
can learn about the law that 
God wants men and women 
to follow today. The Apostle 
Paul reasoned m Heb 10 9. 
It that God removed the first 
law in order that he could 
establish the second It is by 
this second law that we are 
sanctified. 


From the things that we 
have already said it should 
be easily seen why some be­ 
come misled They want to 
study the Bible without mak­ 
ing any division in it. This 
could only bring about con­ 
fusion Some have responded 
to this teaching with this 
comment. “ Well, H is all 
Bible isnt 
if’” 
“ Ifs all 
God * word ” Ye*, this is 
(rue but remember that God 
said that it needs to be prop­ 
erly divided God command­ 
ed one time for an ark to 
be built. However, we are 
not busy building arks Why? 
When I properly divide the 
Bible I will realize that this 
command was given to Noah 
and not to me.

Spec. 5 Ronald M. Gibson, 
24, son of Mrs. Mabel Gibson 
of 1113 Center St., Wellsville, 
and the late Ronald Gibson, 
is serving at a missile camp 
at CuChi, Vietnam, where he 
has been since June 1967 It 
is Gibson's job — along with

EN JO YING THE OUTDOORS is not limited to 
•certain activities as many persons believe. It 
is a pasttime in which young or old can participate. 
And, probably the best part, money is not a con­ 
trolling factor. 
Most persons place outdoor activities in three 
categories — hunting, fishing and camping. If they 
do not participate in any of these for one reason 
or another, they fail to take advantage of all the 
other aspects. In fact, sometimes hunters, fisher­ 
men and campers pass up the “fringe benefits” and 
limit themselves to just one particular phase of 
outdoor recreation. 
Actually, so far as I am personally concern­ 
ed, hunting, fishing and camping all go hand in 
hand. 
Now I am at the point where I will begin re­ 
peating myself, but I believe this needs retelling. 
Those who only participate in one phase of outdoor 
enjoyment often let failure, for one reason or the other, 


ruin the entire outing. TTii* is verv foolish. It is natural 
to feel let down when the fish aren't biting or the hunting 
trip failed to provide game for the table. But it shouldn't 
ruin everything. 


THIS IS THE point Those who do not hunt or fish fail 
to take advantage of the outdoors and those who have poor 
luck often ignore all other aspects. This should not be. 
There are so many things to do and see it would be im­ 
possible to list them all. 
Often individuals tell me “ I would like for my child­ 
ren to learn something of the outdoors, but I don’t fish or 
hunt”, or “I think I would like to walk along Beaver Creek, 
but I would feel foolish unless I had a gun or fishing rod.” 
These are just a few of the excuses given. 
Chances are if you buy your son or daughter a cheap 
cane pole with a hook, line and float, obtain a few worms 
and take them to water, the fishing will come naturally. 
And why feel foolish walking along the creek or in the woods 
without a gun or fishing rod? I have done it and enjoyed 
it. You probably will not meet anyone else. 
There is so much to be enjoyed, so much to learn. 
All this was brought to mind by a few facts I read this 
week about wildlife in Ohio. 
Ohio has at least 14 kinds of frogs and toads How many 
do you know? There are IO kinds of turtles. 22 kinds of 
lizards and salamanders and 25 kinds of snakes. How many 
have you observed? 


SOME 173 different kinds of fishes have been discover­ 
ed in Ohio and all togetner. ohio has about 58 kinds of mam­ 
mals. And there are 300 different kinds of birds that nest 
or migrate through Ohio. 
What does this mean? It means there is an endless ar­ 
ray of animals, birds and fishes passing by every day and 
observing them can be tremendously interesting. 
It costs nothing but the time it takes to look, to explore, 
to investigate^ Each time is a new adventure. Each time 
there is something different. 
There are sections of Beaver Creek I have walked hun­ 
dreds of times while fishing. There were many times when 


I never even had a strike. But there never was a time when 
I didn't see something new and different. 
I related one such experience in this column two years 
ago and I am still being questioned about it. 


DON McFa r la n d and myself went fishing on the last 
day of 1965. 
It was on this outing that we saw a school of literally 
thousands of shiner minnows heading upstream in a “wave” 
about three feet across. They were so thick you couldn't 
see the creek bottom. 
They followed the same pattern, with none leaving the 
school. They were not interested in food tossed to them. 
They just kept swimming. We checked and after walking 
about a quarter of a mile, we still could not see any end 
to them. 
It is something we have never forgotten An entry in 
my notebook says the fish were not biting and we didn t 
catch a thing. But this was one outing that will be remem­ 
bered by both of us for the rest of our lives. 
It is all there, the adventure, the unusual and the un­ 
known. It can be yours. Take time to make your discover­ 
ies — Enjoy the outdoors.

Americans Spot Soviet-Built 
Bombers On North Viet Field 
SAIGON (AP) — American 
piloCs have sighted two and pos­ 
sibly three Soviet-made jet 
iMMnberi on a fforth Vietnamese 
airfield 18 miles nortlwrest of 
Hanoi, a UA. military spokes­ 
man aaid today. 
The bombers, twin jets capa­ 
ble of carrying Ixmib loads of 
8,889 pounds each, were identi- 
fiad as HA 8’s, known as Bea- 
glee. 
It was the first sighting of 
bombing planes in North Viet­ 
nam so far in the war, although 
the UA., Air Force six montiis 
ago rsported tiie North Viet- 
nameae had six Beagles in their 
faivwitory.

Need More Data, 
Plant Informed 
On Waste Permit 
A Hancock County firm will 
have to reapply to the West 
Virginia Natural Resources De­ 
partment before it can d is ­ 
charge its wastes into streams 
Custom Chemicals of Arroyo 
has been denied a water pol­ 
lution control permit because, 
the resources department said 
Friday, it did not include enough 
information in its original re­ 
quest submitted for considera­ 
tion. 
Edward Hendrick of the wa­ 
ter control division said th e 
company was being asked to re­ 
apply for the permit and in­ 
clude all pertinent information. 
He said since the company has 
notified the department it will 
deal with varied types of chem 
icals in its day-to-day operation, 
complete information concern­ 
ing the type of pollution con­ 
trol will be needed. 
Craig Anderson, manager of 
the Arroyo facility, said no com­ 
plaints have been lodged against 
the company and that routine in­ 
formation will be supplied. An­ 
derson explained the form sent 
out by the resources depart­ 
ment does not fit his type of 
business. 
Anderson said the company is 
engaged in the custom process­ 
ing of other firms’ materials 
and in their development. In 
addition.
